ACT concerning the Pre-emption aud Exciſe 
of Salt, 


At Edinbargh , the 25, of November, 16 73; 


HE King's moſt Excellent 314jeffy » hav. 
| Ing, from the conſtant affeion andcare, 
which He hath alwayes had of the con» 
cerms of this His Ancient Kingdom , Re- 
ſolved furtherro gratifie His good Sub. 
jets, by ſuch Grants and publick Laws 
as He ſhall judge to conduce moſt for 
their good and advantage : And under- 
ſtanding by the proſecution and management of the Pre-emp- 
tion of Salt within this Kingdom , that the ſame hath been oc- 
caſion of trouble and burden to His Subjects, His _ doth 
therefore Annull andDiſcharge the ſaid Pre-emptionand all Pre- 
emptions of Salt in timecoming, and Declares the ſame, and all 
AR&s,commiſſions,or other warrands whatſomever authorizing 
it.to be, from and after the firſt day of Decemb, this preſent year, 
one thouſand fix hundred and ſeventy three, vacate y_ and 
null. And in order thereunto, His Majeſty, with advice and cons 
ſent ofHis Eſtates of Parliament,doth hereby reſcind, and anaull 
all and ſundry the contracts, which in proſecttion of this pre-

emption, were cntred into by the Salr- maſters, and theſe per- 
ſons who, by warrand of theComiſſioners of His Majefties The- 
faury,contracted with them for the Sale of theirSalt. And de- 
clares the (aids Contracts and every of them to bevoid and null 
aftcr the ſaid firſt of December next rocome: [tis always hereby 
declared, that theſe Contracts are to ſtand good toall intents 
2hd purpoſes therein contained, for ail the Salt that isor ſhall 
be made before rhe ſaid firſt dayot December. Likeas th: King's 
Majeſty, for the encouragement of the manufacture of Salr,and 
for the further ca{e of His good ſubjects, Doth hereby declare, 
4ll Salt made or to be made within this Kingdom, to be hence. 
f:rth fice from payment of Exciſe. And further, His Majeſty, 
with advice foreſaid, allows the Importation of forraign Salc , 
And Statutes andOrdains,that ilk Boll of forraign Salt of Ln. 
litheow mealure,ſhal pay tourty ſhillings Scors of Exciſe, whe. 
ther theSalt be employed on Fiſhes or not; and that Securiry 
ſhal be givenat the entry of the Salt, that this Exciſe duty ſhall 
be compleatly payed withinyear and day afterthe imporcation 
thereof : And in conſideration of the Exemption which the 
forraignSalt cmployed onFiſhes had fromExciſe tormerly;His 
Maje#y Declares, That all exported Fiſhes, whether Herring, 
Salmond, orothers , ſhal be in time coming free from the 
payment of Cuſtom, 

Likeas, His Maje#y, with advice foreſaid,doth Inhibit and 
Diſcharge the Collectors and Farmers of Exciſeupon any pre- 
text, to-giveahy eaſe or abatement of the ſaidfourty ſhillings 
of Exciſe impoſed upon ilk boll of forraign Salt,under thepain 
of deprivation,ifthey be Collectors, and the loſs of the benefir 
of their Tack of the Exciſe, if they be-farmers ; and of ſuch 
Further puniſhment as the Lords of Exchequer ſhal think fitto 
inflict. And to the end it may be known, whatquantities of 
forraignSalt aretruly entered, His Maje/ty,with advice foreſaid 
Ordains the feyeral Collectors of Exciſe, from timetotime,to 
make patentto any of the Owners of Salt, or theſe having their 
Warrand,theirBooks,in ſo far as concerns the entryof torraign 
Salt : Andif the Salr-owners,or their Factors, ſhalfind any 
quantity conceal'd or imbezeld, or that there is abatement on. 
ven of the duty,they are hereby warranted to purſue the tranſ- 
greſſors before theLordsofExchequer: And (hal have for their 
own uſe the equal half of the ſciſure-concealment, or abzte.. 
ment reſpective, which ſhal be ſo diſcoveredby them. And 
. His Majefty doth, with advice foreſaid, Reſcindand annul any 
former Acts of Parliament, or clauſes therein, relating to the 
Exciſe of Salt, which are inconſiftent with, and prejudicial un- 
tothe intent of this Act : and:Declares, that ſo-longas the Ex- 
ciſecontinues, this ſhall be che conſtant rule forregulating the 
Exciſe of Salr,and the cuſtom thereof ro continue as it is in the
